Brown believes Phoumi is 
reconciled to the loss of US support 
and "will act as he pleases as long as 
his resources hold out." 
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3. French- Algerian Chances are good that the climactic 

negotiations meetings now in progress will be success- 

ful. We are disturbed, however, by the 
deterioration of De Gaulle's center 
position in the Metropole over the last 
few days. The tendency towards polariza- 
tion of left and right has been rein- 
forced by free trade union and Socialist 
Party decisions to join the Communists 
in "silent demonstrations" against the 
OAS tonight, in defiance of a government 
ban, and in a general strike tomorrow 
when the funerals of those killed last 
week will be held. These hints of a 
popular front are pushing moderated 
into the arms of the OAS. (Ambassador 
Gavin reports a resurgence of rumors that 
the United States is supporting the OAS))
